From  the  Editor  s  Desk  .  .  . 

HEAD  COACH  Harold  E.  Wise  has  resigned  his  position  (see 
page  11)  as  of  January  1 .  The  action  came  as  a  complete  sur- 
prise to  the  president  of  the  university  and,  it  is  believed,  to  Coach 
Wise's  superior  in  the  athletic  department. 

At  this  moment  a  successor  has  not  been  named.  Naturally,  the 
rumor  factory  is  working  overtime,  turning  out  dozens  of  "authori- 
tative" reports,  none  of  which  has  received  official  confirmation  and 
most  of  which  are  wholly  without  foundation. 

University  authorities  will  move  carefully,  and  perhaps  slowly, 
in  the  matter  of  selecting  a  new  gridiron  leader,  striving  to  secure 
the  best  available  man  for  the  position. 

The  last  two  gridiron  seasons  have  not  been  outstandingly  suc- 
cessful from  the  standpoint  of  games  won  and  lost,  but  there  was  no 
pressure  from  the  university  administration,  the  student  body,  or  the 
alumni  for  a  change  in  coaching  personnel.  It  was  generally  rec- 
ognized that  in  launching  his  career  as  head  coach  Wise  faced  two 
major  problems;  one  of  his  own  choosing,  the  shift  to  the  "T"  for- 
mation, and  the  other,  an  inherited  one,  a  dearth  of  seasoned  material. 
Neither  of  these  is  believed  to  have  been  unsolvable. 

It  is  true  that  Ohio  University  alumni,  like  the  alumni  of  every 
other  school,  get  satisfaction  from  gridiron  victories.  But  they  have 
never  made  trouble  for  their  coaches  in  the  past,  and  the  number  of 
gripers  this  year — at  least  those  who  expressed  themselves  to  the 
writer — was  no  greater  than  in  many  other  years. 

Harold  has  not,  thus  far,  announced  his  plans  for  the  future. 
Whatever  he  may  choose  to  do,  however,  whether  in  the  field  of  his 
present  profession,  or  in  a  new  one,  we  wish  him  well. 

NO  CHANGE  in  the  overall  policy  with  regard  to  intercollegiate 
athletics  at  Ohio  University  seems  likely  at  this  time.  President 
Baker  having  expressed  satisfaction  on  two  recent  occasions  with 
the  way  the  intercollegiate  program  is  being  conducted. 

Those  who  expect  varsity  athletics  to  be  placed  on  a  "big  time" 
basis  by  means  of  the  promotional  methods  resorted  to  by  some 
schools  frequently  in  the  sports  spotlight  are  apt  to  be  disappointed. 
The  educational  program  and  the  sports  program  have  never  been 
separate  and  independent  of  each  other  at  Ohio  University,  and  as 
far  as  we  know  there  is  no  plan  to  disturb  the  union. 

Strict  interpretations  of  the  so'Called  "purity  codes"  governing 
iithletics  are  hard  to  make.  Means  of  assisting  the  college  boy  athlete 
can  be  found,  however,  that  are  legitimate  and  above  board — rec- 
ognized and  practiced  by  all.  The  outright  buying  of  players  is  not 
one  of  these.  Schools  which  resort  to  this  method  of  building  up  their 
teams,  especially  in  today's  competitive  market,  are  continually  in 
hot  water  and  lose  the  respect  of  the  persons  from  whom  respect  is 
most  coveted.  The  purchase  policy  does  not  "make  sense"  at  Ohio 
University. 

The  athletic  department  sees  to  it  that  the  varsity  players  are 
provided  with  the  best  obtainable  equipment,  excellent  medical  care 
in  case  of  injury,  and  the  best  of  food  and  hotel  accommodations  on 
road  trips.  These  advantages,  together  with  a  number  of  bonafide 
work  jobs  comprise  the  "inducements"  available  at  Ohio  University. 

As  urged  en  a  previous  occasion,  Ohio  University  alumni  should 
seek  to  interest  high  school  talent  in  their  alma  mater  on  the  basis 
of  good  educational  facilities,  a  skilled  and  considerate  coaching  staff, 
the  best  obtainable  equipment,  and  possibly  a  board  and  nxim  job. 
There  are  many  high-calibred  players  for  whom  no  other  inducement; 
are  necessary.

"A  woman  of  vision,  who  has 
dared  where  others  hesitated;  a 
woman  of  personal  integrity,  whose 
example  has  inspired  .  .  ."  The  per- 
son to  whom  these  words  were  ap- 
plied is  Dr.  Irma  E.  Voigt,  dean  of 
women  at  Ohio  University  since 
1913,  who  has  disclosed  to  friends 
and  school  officials  her  plans  to  retire 
from  university  duties  next  June. 

The  quoted  words  are  a  part  of 
a  tribute  paid  Dean  Voigt  by  the 
Ohio  Association  of  Deans  of  Wo- 
men at  its  meetings  in  Dayton  in 
November.  The  encomium,  inscribed 
on  a  parchment  scroll  beautifully 
illuminated  by  the  director  of  the 
Dayton  Art  Institute,  together  with 
almost  100  letters  from  friends  and 
former  associates,  was  presented  on 
the  opening  day  of  the  O.A.D.W. 
conference  which  was  designated  as 
"Dean  Voigt  Day."  The  complete 
text  of  the  tribute  will  be  found 
elsewhere  on  this  page. 

Dean  Voigt  plans  to  remain  in 
Athens  after  completion  of  35  years 
of  service  to  the  university,  during 
which  she  has  become  a  national 
figure  in  her  field,  and  will  busy 
herself  with  some  writing  which  she 
has  long  contemplated  but  never 
found  time  to  do.  Among  other 
things,  she  expects  to  complete  a 
review,  now  half  finished,  of  the  25- 
year  history  of  the  Ohio  Association 
of  Deans  of  Women,  of  which  she  is 
a  founder  and   former   president. 

Of  greater  interest  to  her,  how- 
ever, will  be  the  writing  of  a  volume 
on  the  development  of  student  extra- 
curricular life  on  the  Ohio  University 
campus.  In  this  book  she  will  trace 
the  growth  of  student  government — 
particularly  the  phases  relating  to 
women's  affairs — from  its  beginning 
to  the  present  time.  The  women's 
self-government  organisation  at  Ohio 
University  is  regarded  by  many  as 
the  best  in  the  country  and  has  been 
widely  used  as  a  model  by  other 
schools. 

Dean  Voigt,  born  in  Quincy,  Illi- 
nois, in  1882,  received  her  under- 
graduate training  at  the  Illinois  State 
Normal  University  and  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois.  She  received  her 
Ph.D.  degree  from  the  latter  school 
in  1913,  just  prior  to  coming  to  the 
deanship  at  Ohio  University. 

Miss  Voigt  has  maintained  a  wide 


range  of  interests  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  campus.  Always,  she  has  felt 
the  vital  importance  of  student  life 
and  thought  and  has  participated 
widely  in  student  conferences.  For 
four  years  she  was  a  member  of  the 
National  Council  of  the  Student 
Division  of  the  Y.W.C.A  She  was 
one  of  the  charter  members  of  Kappa 
Delta  Pi,  a  national  honorary  society 
for  those  interested  in  the  field  of 
education;  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Deans  of  Women, 
1935-37;  and  chairman  of  the  Am-

In  the  American  Association  of 
University  Women,  Dean  Voigt  has 
a  long  and  enviable  record.  As  pres- 
ident of  her  local  branch,  president 
of  the  state  federation,  director  of 
the  Northeast  Central  section,  and 
a  member  of  the  National  Board,  she 
contributed  to  the  growth  and  intel- 
lectual development  of  that  out- 
standing organization  for  women. 

Her  career  in  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Deans  of  Women  found 
her  in  many  spheres  of  usefulness, 
among  them  a  state  presidency  and 
chairmanship  of  the  Committee  on 
Policies  at  a  critical  juncture  in  the 
history  of  the  organization.  Her 
election  as  national  president  of  the 
organization  in  Atlantic  City  in  1935 
swept  aside  a  long-established  prece- 
dent. It  had  been  the  custom  to  elect 
the  presiding  officer  from  the  different 
sections  of  the  country  in  rotation. 
The  Ohio  University  dean's  election 
was  the  first  time  that  there  had  been 
,1  change  from  the  usual  order. 

Miss  Voigt  has  traveled  extensively, 
serving  as  a  delegate  to  the  Inter- 
national Federation  of  University 
Women  when  it  met  in  Edinburgh 
in  1932.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Sherwood  Eddy  Seminar  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Oxford  (England)  Sum- 
mer School  for  American  Women  in 
1932.  Her  wide  experience  and  keen 
intellectual  insight  into  the  problems

Historic  Blair   House 
Once  Occupied  by  Ewing

Accustomed  to  the  White  House 
ghosts  of  his  predecessors,  President 
Truman  is  Hving  these  days  among 
the  spirits  of  men  who  "made"  presi- 
dents and  sometimes  told  them  what 
to  do. 

While  the  White  House  is  under- 
going repairs,  the  President  has 
moved  across  the  street  to  the  Blair 


The  Bloir  House  in  Washington,  present 
and  temporary  home  of  President  Harry  S. 
Truman  and  his  family,  was  once  the  home 
of  Thomas  Ewing,  of  the  Class  of  1815,  Ohio 
University's  first  graduate. 

Ewing  was  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and 
a  resident  of  Blair  House  when  his  oldest 
daughter,  Ellen,  married  the  young  soldier 
who  later  became  the  great  Civil  War  gen- 
eral, William  "War  is  Hell"  Tecumseh 
Sherman. 


House,  a  residence  second  only  to 
the  executive  mansion  in  the  history 
it  has  witnessed  and  the  famous  men 
it  has  housed. 

In  this  125 -year-old  mansion,  Rob- 
ert E.  Lee  made  a  great  decision,  and 
Admiral  David  Farragut  received  an 


historic  order;  there  the  Army 
Medical  Corps  was  established 
and  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau 
accidentally  was  born.  Four 
presidents  were  its  regular 
visitors  and  six  Cabinet  mem- 
bers made  the  house  their 
home. 

Andrew  Jackson's  "Kitchen 
Cabinet"  used  to  meet  in 
Blair  House.  From  its  win- 
dows were  witnessed  the  his- 
toric arrival  of  Marquis  de  La 
Fayette  as  the  nation's  official 
guest,  every  presidential  in- 
augural since  John  Quincy  Adams, 
the  rioting  of  the  coon-capped  hills- 
men  who  nearly  tore  Washington 
apart  when  Jackson  was  sworn  in, 
the  celebration  of  Appomattox  and 
the  funeral  services  for  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Dr.  John  Lovell  owned  and  moved 
into  the  new  house  in  the  summer 
of  1824.  The  city  of  Washington 
was  25  years  old  then,  had  16,000 
residents  and  was  called,  sarcastically, 
"The  City  of  Magnif- 
icent Distances." 

An     1812     war    phy- 
.,        ,  sician,     Lovell     had    be- 

come the  Army's  first 
surgeon  general.  An  "ad- 
vanced" medical  thinker 
of  his  day,  he  accepted 
the  theory  that  meteor- 
ological conditions  af- 
fected health  and  re- 
quired of  each  Army 
doctor  a  daily  report  of 
weather  on  his  post.  Out 
of  these  reports  grew 
the  U.  S.  Weather 
Bureau. 

In  1836  Lovell  and 
his  wife  died  en  suc- 
cessive days.  The  home 
was  bought  by  Francis 
Preston  Blair,  who,  with 
his  son,  Montgomery, 
and  his  grandson.  Gist, 
occupied  the  residence 
for  nearly  a  century, 
gave  it  the  name  Blair 
House,  and  made  it 
t  amous. 


Thomas  Ewing,  Ohio  University's  First  Graduate 


It  was  as  the  publisher  of  Tlie 
Globe,  propaganda  organ  of  the  Jack- 
son admin'stration,  that  Francis  Blair 
had  come  to  Washington  in  18.iO. 
He  was  a  leader  in  the  Jackson 
"Kitchen  Cabinet"  and,  in  18.1.3, 
started  The  Congressional  Clob^,  a 
daily  congressional  summary,  that 
ultimately  became  the  Corigressiotial 
Record. 

On  into  the  administration  of  Mar- 
tin Van  Buren,  Blair  remained  a 
White  House  intimate  and  political 
scene  arranger  so  powerful  that  he 
was  allowed  a  place  on  both  floors 
of  Congress.  But  he  split  with  James 
K.  Polk,  sold  his  newspaper,  moved 
to  his  country  estate  and  rented  out 
Blair  House. 

Secretary  u(  Navy  George  Ban- 
croft who  led  off  the  tenant  list, 
planned  in  Blair  House  the  founding 
of  Annapolis  and  signed  there  the 
orders  for  the  18  4.5  Mexican  invasion 
and  the  capture  of  San  Francisco. 
Navy  Secretary  John  Mason  was  a 
later  tenant. 

Then  came  Thomas  Ewing,  first 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  staged 
in  the  Blair  dining  rtxim  a  great 
wedd'ng  at  which  President  Zachary 
Taylor,  Daniel  Webster  and  Thomas 
Hart  Benton  watched  a  Ewing 
daughter  marry  Lt.  (later  to  be  Gen.) 
William  T.  Sherman.  Secretary  of 
Treasury  Thomas  Corwin  lived  there 
and  had,  as  a  roomer.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral John  J.  Crittenden. 

Then  Montgomery  Blair  was  sum- 
moned by  his  father  from  his  St. 
Louis  law  practice  to  move  into  Blair

House  and  open  a  new  chapter.  His 
hope  of  being  Franklin  Pieree's  At- 
torney General  was  thwarted  when 
the  new  president  picked  a  cabinet 
of  southerners.  The  Blairs  were  sign- 
ing up  with  the  north  in  the  pre-war 
political  alignment. 

Montgomery  helped  defend  John 
Brown  after  the  Harper's  Ferry  raid; 
he  and  his  father  sponsored  the  Free 
Soil  Party  and,  when  this  collapsed, 
were  original  founders  of  the  Repub- 
lican Party.  They  worked  tor  John 
C.  Fremont  in  18^6  and  helped  elect 
Lincoln  in  1860. 

Francis  Blair  was  one  of  four  men 
who  received  advance  copies  of 
Lincoln's  inaugural  address,  Mont- 
gomery became  Postmaster  General 
and  Gustavus  Vasa  Fox,  Montgom- 
ery's brother-in-law,  was  assistant 
Secretary  of  Navy. 

In  1860,  historians  relate,  Francis 
Blair  summoned  Col.  Robert  E.  Lee 
to  Blair  House  to  urge  that  he  accept 
command  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac. Instead,  he  quit  the  Union  and 
carried  his  sword  to  Virginia. 

It  was  in  Blair  House  that  Gus- 
tavus Fox  sold  other  administration 
leaders  on  the  plans  of  Designer  John 
Ericsson  for  an  armored  ship  to  be 
called  the  Monitor.  In  its  dining 
room  Fox  and  Francis  Blair  break- 
fasted one  morning  with  Farragut  to 
determine  whether,  despite  his  south- 
ern background,  the  young  naval 
officer  should  be  given  command  of 
the  expedition  against  New  Orleans. 
They  gave  him  the  assignment  and 
he  took  the  Mississippi  River  city, 
defeating,  incidentally,  Confederate 
Maj.  Gen.  Mansfield  Lovell  who  had 
been  two  years  old  when  his  father, 
the  doctor,  moved  into  Blair  House. 

On  April  10,  1865,  windows  in 
Blair  House  were  shattered  by  the 
cannon  salute  celebrating  Lee's  sur- 
render at  Appomattox.  Three  days 
later  Elizabeth  Blair  Lee.  Montgom- 
ery's sister,  rushed  across  to  move 
into  the  White  House  and  comfort  the 
widow  of  the  assassinated  American 
president. 

The  Blairs  believed  in  President 
Andrew  Johnson's  program  of  South- 
ern revival;  when  radical  Republicans 
won  out  and  instituted  the  harsh 
reconstruction,  they  bolted  the  party 
and  again  became  Democrats.  Maj. 
Gen.  Preston  Blair,  Montgomery's 
younger  brother,  was  the  vice  pres- 
idential nominee  when  Horatio  Sev- 
mour  ran  against  U.  S.  Grant. 

In  1876,  the  Blairs  supported  Sam- 


uel Tildcn  for  President,  and  Mont- 
gomery Blair  refused  to  admit  the 
legality  t)f  the  verdict  in  favor  ot 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  He  spurned 
Hayes'  effort  to  convert  him  with  a 
Cabinet  post  and  only  Blair  House 
was  dark  when  Pennsylvania  Avenue 
was  lighted   for   Hayes'   inaugural. 

In  1885,  the  Blairs  rejoiced  when 
Grover  Cleveland  brought  "real,  live 
Democrats"  hack  to  Washington.  But 
the     family     at      16')  1      Pennsylv.uiia 


Avenue      had      gone      into      political 
eclipse. 

(Jist  Blair  lived  in  the  mansion 
until  the  19.^0"s.  His  one  wish  was 
that  Blair  House,  the  sleigh  bed  and 
silver  brought  from  Kentucky  by  his 
grandfather,  and  the  other  furnish- 
ings, be  kept  together  after  his  death. 
In  1942,  this  was  assured  when  the 
State  Department  bought  the  home 
as  a  guest  house  for  visiting  rulers 
and   diplomats. 


Ohio  Woman  Sent  Abroad 
For  Scientific  Studies 


Dr.  LaVinia  Warner,  '18,  director 
of  the  Blossom  Hill  School  for  Girls 
at  Brccksville,  near  Cleveland,  was 
one  of  a  number  of  American  psy- 
chologists and  social  welfare  workers 
who  attended  the  sessions  of  the 
International  Congress  on  Mental 
Health  held  in  London,  England,  last 
August   and    participated   in    a   study

of  the  effects  of  war  shock  on  Euro- 
pean children. 

Miss  Warner,  who  flew  to  London, 
represented  the  State  Women's  Com- 
mittee of  Ohio  (on  mental  hygiene) 
which  has  recently  completed  studies 
on  the  psychopathic  personality.  Fol- 
lowing the  sessions  in  England  she 
participated  in  scientific  tours  of  Hol- 
land and  Switzerland.  Her  studies 
abroad  will  be  the  basis  for  some 
recommendations  relative  to  work  in 


state   welfare  institutions  in  Ohio. 

The  Ohio  University  alumna  has 
been  director  of  Blossom  Hill  School 
for  the  past  15  years.  Operated  by 
the  City  of  Cleveland,  it  is  one  of  the 
foremost  vocational  training  schools 
for  maladjusted  girls  in  the  country'. 
Visitors  and  requests  for  articles  de- 
scribing it  have  been  received  from 
all  over  the  world- -England,  France, 
India,  Hawaii,  Australia,  Brazil — as 
well  as  from  many  cities  in  the  U.  S., 
while  it  is  visited  frequently  by  col- 
lege and  university  classes  in  sociology 
and   social   administration. 

The  school  is  a  clinic  for  study  and 
treatment  of  teen-age  girls  who  pre- 
sent difl^erent  types  of  social,  mental, 
and  neurological  problems.  It  is 
unique  in  the  fact  that  it  is  organized 
as  a  boarding  and  training  school  in 
the  eyes  of  the  girls  and  as  a  treat- 
ment institution  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  social  workers  in  the  welfare 
agencies  who  ask  that  the  girls  be 
placed  there. 

The  girls  live  in  cottage  groups  of 
ten  to  fifteen  where  they  are  observed, 
studied,  and  treated  by  a  profess- 
ionally trained  staff.  They  share  the 
cooking  and  housework  chores,  and 
attend  regular  classes,  specializing  in 
academic,  commercial  or  home  econ- 
omics subjects. 

Miss  Warner  was  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  special  education  at  Ohio 
University  for  four  years,  1922-26. 
She  is  a  member  of  seven  national 
scientific  associations  and  societies, 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
International  Council  for  Exceptional 
Children. 

Graduated  from  Ohio  University 
in  1918,  she  received  the  Ph.D. 
degree,  in  clinical  psychology,  from 
Indiana  University  in    1928. 
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OHIO  UNIVERSITY  has  been 
honored  to  have  on  its  campus 
as  a  guest  professor  recently  one  of 
the  greatest  hving  musicians,  Dr. 
Ernest  von  Dohnanyi  (see  picture), 
Hungarian  composer,  conductor  and 
pianist.  Dr.  Dohnanyi  was  a  uni- 
versity guest  for  three  weeks  in  No- 
vember and  December  during  which 
he  gave  recitals,  conducted  master 
classes  in  piano  and  composition, 
lectured,  and  counseled  informally 
with  music  students.  The  eminent 
visitor  was  for  30  years  principal 
conductor  of  the  Budapest  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra  and  was  for 
many  years  director  of  the 
Hungarian  Academy  of  Mu- 
sic in  Budapest.  He  has  re- 
cently accepted  the  position 
of  head  of  the  music  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of 
Tucuman  in  Argentina.  Dr. 
Dohnanyi's  career  as  a  pian- 
ist has  taken  him  to  all  of 
the  principal  cities  of  the 
world.  Immediately  prior  to 
coming  to  the  Ohio  Univers- 
ity campus  and  upon  com- 
pletion of  a  tour  of  Latin 
America,  he  played  a  new 
piano  concerto,  of  his  own 
composition,  as  a  guest  artist 
with  the  Detroit  Symphony 
Orchestra.  He  first  toured 
the  United  States  in  1899. 
Pictured  with  the  dis- 
tinguished musician  is  Dr. 
Thomas  Gorton,  director  of 
the  Ohio  University  School 
of  Music.  The  appearances 
of  Dr.  Dohnanyi  and  Miss  Winifred 
Lenihan  (see  following  item)  were 
made  possible  by  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund,  Inc.,  as  will  be  the 
visit  of  Dr.  Joseph  Kaplan  in  Jan- 
uary'. 

OHIO  UNIVERSITY  and  high 
school  drama  students  from  var- 
ious sections  of  the  state  were  briefed 
on  various  professional  aspects  of 
acting  and  staging  by  Winifred  Leni- 
han, distinguished  professional  ac- 
tress and  former  director  of  the  New 
York  Theatre  Guild  School  of  Act- 
ing, during  her  recent  one-week  ap- 
pearance as  guest  professor  on  the 
campus.  It  was  her  third  such  ap- 
pearance  at   the   university.

THE  OHIO  University  Rifle  Club, 
of  which  John  D.  Engel,  Cleve- 
land, a  sophomore,  is  president,  has 
scheduled  seven  matches  for  the  cur- 
rent year.

Among  the 
most  recent  to  be  recognized 
are  the  International  Club, 
an  organization  open  to  all 
students  on  campus  regard- 
less of  race,  creed,  or  relig- 
ion; the  Arnold  Society  of  Air  Ca- 
dets, a  national  honorary  group  to 
encourage  more  interest  in  flying; 
and  the  Advertising  Club,  an  organi- 
zation to  promote  interest  in  the 
advertising  field. 

VOCATIONAL  agriculture  prob- 
lems of  an  educational  nature 
were  discussed  at  a  luncheon  meet- 
ing at  Howard  Hall  on  December  9 
by  administrative  and  other  officers 
of  the  university  and  their  guests, 
Joseph  Strobel,  state  director  of  voca- 
tional education,  and  Ralph  Howard, 
state  adviser  of  vocational  ;igricul- 
ture  education.  After  the  meeting, 
the  visitors  were  shown  over  the 
university's  experimental  farm  in 
Alexander  Township  by  Dr.  W.  W. 
Wiggin,  professor  of  agriculture. 
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An  address,  "Alma  Mater  Lives 
in  a  Shoe,"  given  November  JO  by 
Dean  Evan  R.  Collins  of  the  College 
of  Education,  was  the  first  number  of 
the  fourth  annual  Ohio  University 
Faculty  Lecture  Series.  Emeritus  Dean 
T.  C.  McCracken  introduced  Dean 
Collins  who  compared  the  colleges 
and  universities  today  with  the  old 
lady  of  the  nursery  rhyme. 

"It  is,  I  recognize,  unfortunate 
to  draw  a  parallel  between  Alma 
Mater  and  an  old  lady,"  the  dean 
said  in  opening  his  address.  "Alma 
Mater  is  traditionally  'brave  and 
fair,"  somehow  ageless  and  there- 
fore young  in  appearance,  always 
clear-eyed  and  beautiful,  the  'fair- 
est of  colleges.'  However,  the  rest 
of  the  story  about  the  old  lady  is 
so  appropriate  that  I  must  run  the 
risk  of  the  first  comparison. 

"The  old  lady  of  the  nursery 
rhyme,  you  will  remember,  had  a 
housing  problem — she  lived  in  a 
shoe.  Certainly,  for  Alma  Mater, 
this  will  be  the  period  in  institu- 
tional architectural  history  of 
which  the  Quonset  Hut  and  the 
remodeled  barracks  are  the  charac- 
teristics. A  conservative  estimate 
places  the  amount  needed  for  new 
buildings  by  our  colleges  at 
$2,000,000,000  in  the  next  few 
years." 

The  old  lady,  it  was  pointed 
out,  has  a  lot  of  children— 2,408,327 
at  the  latest  count — the  most  in  his- 
tory. Only  slightly  more  than  one 
million  of  these  are  veterans,  even 
though  it  was  estimated  only  14 
months  ago  that  there  would  be  two 
million  veterans  in  the  colleges  by 
the  fall  of  1948. 

"But  most  important,  the  old  lady 
doesn't  know  what  to  do.  I  think 
it  only  fair  to  note  that  alma  mater 
is  not,  like  the  old  lady,  distracted 
merely  by  numbers,  although  num- 
bers do  complicate  her  problems,  but 
further,  she  is  not  clear  as  t(i  her 
function,  and  is  confused  by  a 
multiplicty  of  purposes. 

"As  an  example  of  the  common 
acceptance  of  this  situation,  Time 
Magazine,  by  way  of  introduction  of 
an  educational  article  a  week  ago 
said,  'If  you  want  three  different 
answers  to  the  question — What's 
education  for? — ask  three  educators'." 

"The  distracted  householder  of  the 
nursery    rhyme,"    he   said,    "gave   all 


her  children  broth  without  any  bread, 
then  she  spanked  them  all  soundly 
and  put  them  to  bed.  It  is,  I  think, 
not  stretching  the  parallel  too  far  to 
point  out  that,  as  evidence  and  con- 
sequence of  not  knowing  exactly 
what   to   do,    universities   attempt   to

feed  all  their  students  on  the  broth 
made  from  the  bones  of  the  old 
narrowly  academic  program,  because 
it  is  still  believed  to  be  liberalizing 


The  editor  regrets  that  space  llnnitotions 
prohibit  the  reproduction  o(  Dean  Collins' 
address,  "Alma  Mater  Lives  in  a  Shoe,"  In 
its  entirety.  It  is  recognized  that  full  justice 
cannot  be  done  the  address  when  so  much 
of  its  content  must  be  eliminated  or  merely 
alluded   to. 

Dr.  Collins  come  to  Ohio  University  as 
dean  of  the  College  of  Education  in  1946. 
Under  his  leodershlp,  the  college  has  re- 
organized its  curriculum  ond  expanded  its 
field  services.  His  influence  has  extended 
beyond  this  college  to  the  whole  university 
and  the  community,  and  he  has  played  on 
increasingly  important  port  in  the  educa- 
tional affairs  of  the  state  of  Ohio. 

While  on  the  faculty  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, Dean  Collins  served  as  editor  of 
the  "Harvard  Educational  Review."  During 
World  War  II  he  served  as  a  special  con- 
sultant lor  the  Army  Air  Force. 


and  humanizing.  .  .  .  And  the  broth 
is  given  without  the  bread — the  voca- 
tional   training,    the    specific    prepa- 


ration for  a  particular  but  undefined 
"better  job'  that  is  the  reason  that 
high  school  students  in  great  major- 
ities give  for  going  to  college  in  the 
first  place. 

"Because  of  this  old  broth  and 
bread  policy,  as  the  result  of  not 
knowing  what  to  do,  the  sound 
spanking  is  administered  in  the 
tradition  of  'mental  discipline,"  a 
theory  long  disproved,  reflecting 
the  outworn  belief  that  if  an  intel- 
lectual task  is  hard  and  unpleasant, 
remote  from  reality,  it  must  some- 
how be  good.  This  is  very  much  in 
the  tradition  of  the  old  sulphur- 
and-molasses  spring  tonic  treat- 
ment."" 

The  dean  said  that  American 
education  is  confused,  perturbed, 
sometimes  aimless,  often  wander- 
ing. Few  people,  and  the  colleges 
themselves  least  of  all,  feel  com- 
pletely content  with  the  discharge 
by  the  institutions  of  their  impor- 
tant   function- -whatever   it   is. 

"Whatever  the  ends  or  pur- 
poses of  the  college  or  university, 
they  are  more  likely  to  be  attained 
if  they  are  clearly  seen  and  con- 
sciously sought.  And  there  is,  on 
this  point,  general  agreement  only 
on  the  highly  variable  and  broadly 
general  level. 

"This  is,  admittedly,  not  a  sub- 
ject to  he  treated  in  a  single  dis- 
cussion. But  it  has  already  been 
discussed,  on  this  campus  and  else- 
where, by  other  speakers  with  a  wide 
variety  of  backgrounds  and  predis- 
positions. Last  year,  to  the  single 
question,  'What  is  the  function  of 
the  university  in  contemporary  Am- 
erican society?,"  we  had  six  different 
answers  from  six  responsible  students 
of  the  problem."" 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  there 
are  two  constant  questions — "What 
is  education?"" — and  "Who  is  edu- 
cable?"" 

The  earliest  secondary  school,  the 
Latin-grammar  school  of  the  seven- 
teenth and  eighteenth  centuries, 
served  a  very  small  group  of  citizens 
through  a  program  that  was  narrow, 
academic,  and  appropriate  only  for 
the  few  who  were  economically  and 
socially  highly  favored.  The  Academy 
replaced  the  Latin-grammar  school 
about  1800  and  was  based  on  the 
proposition  that  there  was  more  to 
education  than  the  classical  program 
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and  that  more  people  were  edueaWe 
than  were  served  hy  the  j^rammar 
school.  The  public  high  school,  which 
began  its  rise  about  1890,  was  de- 
veloped on  the  theory  that  education 
should  be  extended  both  as  to  its 
content  and  to  its  clientele. 

With  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  in  the  secondary  schools, 
the  average  I.  Q.  score  dropped  ten 
points  between  1920  and  1938.  This 
change  in  the  type  of  the  student 
group  makes  necessary  certain  changes 
in  the  function  and  the  purpose  of 
the  sch(X)l.  One  change  that  has 
been  noted  is  a  recognition  that  it 
is  impossible  to  give  individual  ad- 
vantage, through  education,  to  every- 
body. There  is  also  the  reflection  of 
a  new  development  of  social  thought 
in  America. 

Events  since  World  War  I  have 
brought  about  a  "sense  of  a  national 
entity"  and  has  caused  America  "to 
come  of  age."  Public  education  has 
come  to  be  socially  centered  and  to 
possess  social  purpose  motives.  "In- 
creasingly," he  said,  "education  is 
considered  desirable  for  all  not  only 
or  mainly  so  that  all  may  attain  in- 
dividual economic  or  social  advantage, 
but  so  that  all  may  be  oriented  in 
the  purpose  and  responsibilities  of 
American  society,  as  well  as  in  the 
necessary  vocational  skills.  This  does 
not  deny  the  individual  advantage 
resulting  from  effective  education — 
our  society  will  and  must  continue  to 
recognize  and  reward  effective  par- 
ticipation in  the  concerns  and  affairs 
of  society — but  it  makes  the  advan- 
tage to  the  individual  subordinate  to 
the  furtherance  of  society's  gains.  It 
justifies  the  public  support  of  educa- 
tion in  terms  of  the  social  purposes 
and  function  of  education. 

This  emerging  social  orientation 
is  not  yet  clear,  though  it  is  receiving 
increasing  recognition.  "For  example, 
the  old  tradition  of  mental  discipline 
is  not  dead  .  .  .  and  knowledge  of 
subject  matter  is  still  rated  first  by 
the  universities  as  the  aim  of  higher 
education."  When  .301  colleges  and 
universities  ranked  the  2^  major  aims 
of  higher  education,  the  main  ob- 
jectives were  primarily  intellectual 
and  self  interested.  Knowledge  of 
subject  matter,  particularly  in  a 
special  field,  was  considered  more 
important  than  a  broad  general  ed- 
ucation, and  much  more  important 
than  the  integration  of  several  fields 
of^knowledge,  which  the  universities 
placed  in  18th  position.  The  develop- 
ment of  civic  and  social  responsibility 
was  rated   Hth  in  importance,  while 


training  for  leadership,  of  a  social 
rather  than  a  technical  sort,  was  in  a 
tie   for   18th  position. 

Dean  Collins  still  recognises  the 
importance  of  the  utilitarian  emphasis 
in  college  training.  "To  get  a  better 
job"  is  privately  admitted  by  most 
high  school  students  to  be  their  reason 
for  going  to  college  even  though  this 
may  not  be  the  statement  on  the  ap- 
plication blank  to  the  director  of 
admissions. 

A  second  major  reason  for  going 
to  college,  especially  on  the  part  of 
the  high  school  girl,  is  to  get  married. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  college 
students  who  are  females  go  to  co- 
educational institutions. 

"There  is,  then,  still  a  conflict  of 
the  classical  and  the  utilitarian  aims, 
since  vestiges  of  both  persist  in  our 
colleges  and  universities.  Our  con- 
fusion is  apparent  particularly  in  that 
we  sell  higher  education  to  students 
on  one  basis,  that  of  individual  ad- 
vantage; teach  them  as  if  we  believe 
in  another  basis,  that  of  classical  pre- 
professionalism;  and  ask  the  public 
for  financial  support  of  our  enter- 
prise on  still  another  basis,  service 
to  society,"  he  continued. 

The  third  factor,  the  new  social 
orientation,  the  speaker  believes,  is 
the  first  responsibility  of  the  univer- 
sity and  is  emerging  with  increasing 
clarity.  This  responsibility  requires 
that  efforts  be  made  in  three  areas: 
(1)  to  overcome  "intellectual  isola- 
tionism;" (2)  to  develop  "a  general 
education  that  unifies  citizens  and 
teaches  democracy  by  example;"  and 
{})  to  encourage  "specialization  on 
democratic  rather  than  snobbish 
bases." 

The  "general  education,"  which 
received  the  major  emphasis  of  his 
address,  was  described  as  "that  ed- 
ucation common  to  all  [citizens], 
important  not  as  it  makes  them  better 
engineers  or  funeral  directors,  but 
as  it  makes  them  better  citizens,  bet- 
ter able  to  engage  in  cooperative 
social  efforts  with  other  citizens,  who 
are  like  them  because  they  have  cer- 
tain education  in  common." 

"The  need  for  such  education  needs 
little  emphasis.  The  sense  of  national 
community,  of  which  we  have  al- 
ready spoken,  must  be  fostered  in  our 
colleges  through  this  unifying  educa- 
tion. The  individual  in  our  early 
colonial  America  had  a  clear  sense 
of  his  community  membership;  the 
community  was  small,  immediate,  self- 
sufficient,  clearly  understood,  and  his 


responsibilities  as  a  member  of  the 
hard-pressed  group  were  obvious  and 
urgent.  Such  local  units  have  now 
lost  their  .significance  in  a  larger, 
national  community." 

"There  is  no  single  prescription 
for  the  general  or  common  education 
of  students,"  he  said.  As  means  to 
the  achievement  of  his  proposed  ends, 
however,  he  suggested  for  example, 
the  teaching  of  English,  "not  as  if  to 
prepare  professional  critics,  but  as  a 
true  humanity."  Social  studies  would 
be  taught  not  solely  to  equip  the 
social  scientist  for  the  further  develop- 
ment of  his  science,  "but  as  a  key  to 
the  understanding  of  man's  long 
climb  from  savagery  and  a  solution  of 
society's  stresses  and  crises."  Science 
would  be  taught  so  as  to  make 
scientists  not  merely  skilled  tech- 
nicians, but  men  aware  of  their  re- 
sponsibility  to  society. 

Less  authoritarianism  in  teaching 
was  advocated.  "Only  in  the  extra- 
curriculum  do  we  let  students,  usually, 
participate  in  their  own  affairs.  Even 
here  there  is  a  jealous  guarding  of 
prerogatives,  and  too  seldom  does  the 
university  make  conscious  use  of  the 
out-of-classroom  activities  of  students 
as  a  laboratory  exercise  in  the  opera- 
tion of  a  democracy." 

Teaching  in  the  first  two  of  the 
three  areas  mentioned.  Dean  Collins 
said,  might  seem  to  he  anti-vocational. 
He  recognized,  however,  the  necessity 
faced  by  the  student  of  preparing 
himself  for  productive  work  in  a 
somewhat  specialized  vocational  field, 
and  added  that  "vocational  or  pre- 
professional  training  is  an  obligation 
of  the  university,  if  only  for  the 
reason  that  a  non-productive  worker 
cannot  well  be  an  effective  citizen." 
The  speaker  indicated  that  his  dis- 
cussion had  been  in  the  area  of  the 
purposes  rather  than  the  procedures 
of  the  university  program,  and  was 
intended  as  a  criterion  or  yardstick 
by  which  the  procedures  could  be 
evaluated. 

He  called  upon  university  adminis- 
trators, department  heads,  and  instruc- 
tors to  make  procedures  accord  with 
the  purposes  of  their  institutions,  and 
gave  final  emphasis  to  his  thesis  that 
their  main  job  is  the  reorientation  of 
the  university  in  terms  of  its  social 
responsibility. 

"And  if  the  Old  Lady  knew  better 
what  to  do,"  Dean  Collins  said  in 
conclusion,  "she  could  live  in  a  shoe, 
or  a  Quonset  Hut,  or  on  one  end  of  a 
log,  and  any  number  of  children 
would  not  be  too  many." 
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Dr.  Karl  L.  Adams,  '09,  president 
of  Northern  Illinois  State  Teachers 
College  since  1929,  died  of  a  heart 
attack  at  his  home  in  De  Kalh  on 
December  6.  His  death,  at  60,  oc- 
curred in  the  early  morning  while 
he  was  asleep  and  was  entirely  with- 
out warning. 

President  Adams,  who  had  been 
honored  at  an  affair  on  October  20 
commemoratmg  the  opening  of  his 
twentieth  year  at  Northern 
and  who  had  given  the  ad- 
ministrative initiative  for 
the  celebration  of  the 
school's  fiftieth  anniversary, 
was  unable  to  witness  com- 
pletion of  the  year's  plans 
and  graduation  of  the 
"Golden  Anniversary" 
class  in  June. 

Under  his  administration 
the  Ilhnois  college  had  had 
a  growth  in  the  faculty 
of  from  80  to  124  members 
and  an  increase  in  student 
enrollment  of  from  700  to 
1,600. 

Karl  Langdon  Adams 
was  born  Sept.  5,  1888,  m 
Lexington,  Ohio.  After  at- 
tending the  elementary  Lot 
schools  he  entered  the  Ohio 
Military  Institute,  then  the  Grand 
River  Institute  at  Austinburg,  Ohio, 
and  later  the  Franklin  Marshall 
Academy  in   Pennsylvania. 

He  attended  Ohio  University,  re- 
ceiving a  certificate  in  civil  engineer- 
ing in  1908  and  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  one  year  later.    As  an  under-

graduate  he  played  football  and 
tennis,  and  in  later  years  officiated 
football  games  in  the  Big  Ten  (more 
recently  the   Big   Nine)    Conference. 

He  was  elected  to  alumni  (hon- 
orary) membership  in  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
in   19.V). 

Dr.  Adams'  first  employment  after 
graduation  from  Ohio  University  was 
with  the  Cincinnati  Traction  Com- 
pany.   Later  he   taught  and  coached 


in  high  schools  in  Sidney,  Ohio,  and 
Moline,  111. 

From  1916  until  going  to  De  Kalb 
in  1929,  he  was  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  State  Teachers  College, 
St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  where  he  became 
assistant  to  the  president. 

The  Illinois  president,  who  was  a 
brother  of  the  late  Evelyn  Adams, 
"09,  married  an  Ohio  University  girl, 
Helen   Baker,   "11,  Zanesville,   a   few

months  after  her  graduation.  They 
were  the  parents  of  two  children, 
Ruth,  now  Mrs.  M.  A.  Anderson, 
and  Karl,  Jr.,  both  of  whom,  with 
the  three  grandchildren,  were  re- 
ferred to  in  the  November  issue  of 
The  Altnnnns. 

President  Adams  was  an  active 
participant  in  community  affairs.  He 
was  an  official  of  his  church,  a  direc- 
tor of  the  Dc  Kalb  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  a  former  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of  Division  V  of  the  Illinois- 
Iowa  district  of  Kiwanis  International. 

The  body  of  the  deceased  educator 
lay  in  state  at  the  college  for  a  suit- 
able period  before  services  at  the 
First  Methodist  Church.  Music  was 
provided  by  a  student  choral  group 
and  by  faculty  soloists. 

BARTLETT  MAN  TO  DIRECT 

ANNIVERSARY    OBSERVANCE 

The  Rev.  Lewis  E.  Buell,  '23,  min- 
ister of  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Bartlett,  a  pioneer  community  in 
Washington  County,  is  director  of 
the  Double  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Meth- 
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odism     in     Southeastern     Ohio     and 
Northwestern  West  Virginia. 

The  observance  of  the  150th  an- 
niversary of  the  introduction  of 
Methodism  into  this  area  will  extend 
from  January  1  to  September  30, 
1949,  and  will  be  made  by  eight 
districts  of  the  denomination  which 
include  1185  churches  and  184,709 
Methodist  communicants. 

In  1799,  Bishop  Francis  Asbury 
sent  the  Rev.  Robert  Manley,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Baltimore  Conference, 
from  the  Little  Kanawha  Circuit  at 
Clarksburg,  W.  Va.,  across  the  Ohio 
River  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Muskingum  at  Marietta. 
Here  the  intrepid  circuit 
rider  preached  the  first 
Methodist  sermon  in  the 
area.  General  Rufus  Put- 
nam invited  him  into  the 
stockade  at  Marietta  be- 
cause of  the  danger  from 
Indians.  Later,  he  pro- 
ceeded up  the  Muskingum 
Valley  and  into  every 
white  settlement  in  the 
region  between  the  Mus- 
kingum and  the  Hock- 
Hocking. 

Two  bishops  and  several 
other  national  figures  of  the 
Methodist  Church  will  par- 
ticipate in  a  special  obser- 
vance of  the  sesquicen- 
tennial      at      Bartlett      this 

spring    to    which    the    governors    of 

Ohio    and    West    Virginia    will    be 

invited. 

A  pageant  will  be  held  at  Marietta 

on  June  4  to  re-enact  the  landing  of 

Robert   Manley.

SELECTION  of  a  new  Bobcat 
football  mentor  is  the  main  subject 
of  conversation  in  campus  sports 
circles  as  this  issue  of  T/ie  Ahimrms 
goes  on  the  press. 

The  surprise  resignation  of  Harold 
E.  Wise  as  head  football  coach  just 
three     days    before    Christmas 
and  while  most  of  the  students 
were  home  for  the  holidays  set 
loose  a  considerable  amount  of 
speculation    on    the    Bobcat    football 
coaching  set-up. 

All  that  was  definitely  known  at 
press  time  was  that  Athletic  Di- 
rector Don  Peden  had  a  portfolio  of 
approximately  40  applicants  and 
other  possibilities  for  the  head  coach- 
ing job  and,  together  with  President 
John  C.  Baker  and  other  administra- 
tion officials,  was  gradually  cutting 
this  list  down  to  the  few  who  will  be 
on   the   table   for  final   consideration. 

One  possibility  who  received  con- 
siderable mention  in  the  press  follow- 
ing Wise's  resignation  was  removed 
from  the  picture  January  6  when  it 
was    announced    that    Art     (Pappy) 
Lewis,  Ohio  U.  graduate  of  1936  and 
head  coach  at  Washington  and 
Lee    University    for    the    past 
three  years,  had  signed  as  line 
coach  at  Mississippi  State  Col 
lege. 

Coach  Wise's  resignation,  ct 
fective  Jan.  1,  was  handed  to 
President  Baker  as  students 
were  leaving  the  campus  for 
the  Christmas  holidays  and 
came  as  a  complete  surprise 
not  only  to  Dr.  Baker  but  also 
to  practically  everyone  on  the 
campus. 

In  resigning  after  10  years 
as  a  member  of  the  Ohio  U. 
athletic  staff,  Wise  said  that  he 
had  no  definite  plans  for  the 
future.  He  also  resigned  as 
associate  professor  of  physical 
welfare. 

In  accepting  the  resignation. 
Dr.  Baker  expressed  his  appre- 
ciation for  Coach  Wise's  past 
services  to  the  university  as  a 
coach  and  teacher,  saying : 

"Your  loyal  and  enthusias- 
tic support  meant  much  to  me 
personally  and  to  all  of  us  with 
whom  you  were  associated. 
Your  character,  loyalty,  enthus- 


iasm and  ability  will  serve  you  and 
your  associates  well  in  whatever  you 
undertake  in  future  years." 

In  his  limited  comment  on  his  res- 
ignation, Wise  said  "it  is  with  sin- 
cere regret  that  I  sever  my  close 
association    with    the    fine    group    of

athletes  on  the  football  squad.  They 
were  a  swell  group  of  boys  whose 
spirit  and  determination  to  have  a 
good  football  team  left  nothing  to 
be  desired.  I  wish  for  them  great 
success  in  the  future." 

Wise,  a  1928  Ohio  grad,  returned 
to  the  school  in  1938  as  assistant 
football,  basketball  and  baseball  coach 
after  an  outstanding  career  in  high 
school  coaching,  mainly  at  Columbus 
West  High  School,  He  left  the  ath- 
letic staff  in  April,  1946,  to  become 
the  first  associate  director  of  the 
Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  but  re- 
turned to  the  athletic  department  in 
March,  1947,  when  he  was  named 
head   football   coach  succeeding   Don 


C.  Peden,  who  resigned  to  devote  his 
full    time    as    director    of    athletics. 

Wise  coached  at  Athens  High 
Irom  1924  to  1929,  when  he  became 
athletic  director  and  coach  at  Co- 
lumbus West,  where  his  teams  won 
the  city  high  school  football  cham- 
pionship in  1933,  1936  and  1937,  the 
basketball  title  in  193  5  and  1937  and 
the  baseball  pennant  in  1931.  He 
had  previously  spent  one  year,  1923- 
24,  as  coach  at  Ashtabula  Harbor 
High  School.  While  at  Ohio  U.,  he 
won  letters  in  football,  basket- 
hall  and  baseball.  He  received 
his  master's  degree  from  Ohio 
State  University.  While  at- 
tending high  school  in  Athens,  his 
home  town,  he  was  captain  and  for- 
ward of  the  1920-21  cage  team  which 
represented  Ohio  in  the  national  high 
school  tournament  in  Chicago. 

Wise  introduced  the  "T"  forma- 
tion to  the  Bobcats  in  1947.  His  first 
season  the  team  listed  three  wins  with 
five  losses  and  one  tie,  finishing  last 
in  the  Mid-American  Conference. 
Last  fall  the  Bobcats  won  three  of 
their  nine  games  and  took  fourth 
place  in  the  conference  ahead  of 
Western  Reserve  and  Butler. 
*     *     * 

Despite  their  rather  meagre  show- 
ing during  the  season,  the  Bobcats 
placed  players  on  the  Mid-American 
Conference  and  All  -  Ohio 
squads  picked  by  sports  writers 
at  the  close  of  the  season. 

John  Marco  gained  an  end 
berth  on  the  first  Mid-Ameri- 
can All-Star  team  along  with 
such  players  as  Moriarty  and 
Murphy  of  Butler,  Vilhoski 
ind  Dougherty  of  Cincinnati, 
Schoolmaster  of  Western  Mich- 
i>,'an,  Lewis  of  Western  Re- 
serve, a  n  d  Weaver,  Urich, 
Olix  and  Shoults  of  Miami, 
the  conference  champ. 

On  the  second  conference 
team.  Milt  Taylor  was  given  a 
1,'uard  berth  and  James  McKen- 
iia,  Ohio's  scoring  leader,  took 
I  iver  one  of  the  back  positions. 
John  Mitchell  was  placed  at 
Lcnter  on  the  third  team  with 
Dick  Davis  in  a  back  post. 

McKenna  also  rated  a  back 
position  on  the  second  All- 
Ohio  squad  with  four  Bobcats 
on  the  honorable  mention  list — 
End  John  Marco,  Tackle  Dick 
Buyer,  Center  John  Mitchell 
and  Halfback  Dick  Davis. 

On  Thursday  evening,   Dec. 
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16,  the  Bobcat  gridders,  together  with 
members  of  the  coaching  staff  and 
others  connected  with  football  activ- 
ities, were  honored  at  the  first  an- 
nual Quarterback  Club  banquet 
sponsored  by  the  Athens  Kiwanis 
Club  at  the  Hotel  Berry.  During  the 
season,  the  Quarterback  Club  met 
weekly  at  the  University  gym  to  view 
movies  of  the  preceding  week's  game, 
and  hear  reports  from  the  coaches  on 
the  preceding  game  and  on  the  up- 
coming game  on  the  schedule.

In  19.1 3,  Dean  Voigt  was  honored 
for  her  twenty  years  of  service  to 
Ohio  University  at  a  dinner  at  the 
Berry  Hotel.  Students,  members  and 
officers  of  campus  organizations,  and 
faculty  members  attended  to  pay  her 
tribute.  President  E.  B.  Bryan  of 
Ohio  University  spoke  of  the  dinner 
as  being  "conceived  in  love,  planned

At  the  tenth  annual  Mother's 
Weekend,  held  May  J-f,  19.i^,  the 
portrait  of  Dean  Voigt,  painted  by 
Ernest  Fiene,  outstanding  American 
artist,  was  presented  to  the  university 
to  be  hung  in  the  Edwin  Watts 
Chubb   library. 

Dean  Voigt  was  again  honored 
by  a  Silver  Jubilee  program  in  the 
fall  of  1938  when  she  completed  2'! 
years  on  the  staif.  Miss  Voigt  is 
also  a  member  of  the  National  Col- 
legiate Players,  Mortar  Board,  and  an 
associate  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors.
